The Minutes of last meeting were read and approved. 

The following communication was submitted by the 
Most Worshiptul Grand Master, which was read, and, on 
motion of Bro. T. J. Lemay, it was 

j Resolved, That the several subjects referred to in said 
communication, be referred to Committees appointed by 
the Chair. 

Resolved further , That the Masters of Lodges under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, cause this commu- 
nication to be read in open Lodge, and that it be printed 
in the proceedings for that purpose. 

To the M W. Grand Lodge of 'North Carolina : 

Brethren : The present is a befitting occasion to call 
forth our most grateful acknowledgments to the Supreme 
Grand Architect of the Universe, who undeviatingly 
watches over and protects our beloved Institution, for the 
renewed privilege we enjoy of assembling together in 
Grand Council, to interchange fraternal salutations, and 
to unite our best efforts in extending the great principles 
we profess, and in discharging with fidelity the important 
trusts confided to our charge. Let us earnestly invoke 
upon our deliberations the blessings of that same Almighty 
Being, and endeavor, by the harmony and wisdom of our 
proceedings, to merit His approbation, and win His 
smiles. 

We have convened together, at this season, in obedi- 
ence to the requirements of the Constitution, to deliberate 
upon, and mature such measures as, in our judgment, 
may be best calculated to advance the interests, and se- 
cure the prosperity of our cherished Institution. And 
believe me, our constituents, anxiously looking for bene- 
ficial results from our proceedings, have a right to expect 


and demand at our hands the enactment of such good 
and wholesome regulations, as their peculiar necessities, 
both individually and collectively, may require. 1 pray, 
therefore, that you may lay aside every selfish considera- 
tion, and strive only, to see who best can work, who best 
agree. 

My first duty is, the melancholy enunciation of the 
death of our worthy, talented, and respected Senior Grand 
Warden, Bro. Thos . S. Clark . He has been suddenly 
snatched away in the prime of life, and in the midst of 
usefulness ; and there is reason to hope that he will en- 
joy as conspicuous a place in the Celestial Lodge above, 
as his virtues, zeal and devotion so eminently entitled 
him to occupy in the Lodge below. I trust a suitable 
demonstration will be made by this Grand Lodge, for the 
irreparable loss which it, and Masonry in general, has 
sustained by this afflictive dispensation. 

The proceedings of a large majority of the Grand 
Lodges of the Union are before me ; and 1 have been 
highly gratified, on a careful perusal of their contents, to 
find in them the embodiment of so great a mass of in- 
valuable matter, peculiarly interesting to the Masonic 
Fraternity. Having much vitally important business of 
a local character, to bring to the notice of this Grand 
Lodge, I shall necessarily be compelled to be brief in my 
review of those valuable Journals, commending them, 
however, to the more scrutinizing investigation of the 
appropriate committee into whose hands they will be 
placed. 

An effort is made, in the Grand Lodge of Maine, to re- 
duce the fees for conferring the Degrees, from nineteen 
to fifteen dollars. Masonry should not be made too cheapj 
and it is to be regretted that a uniformity in this matter 
could not be established throughout the States. I notice 
that two dollars are required of the Subordinate Lodges, 


for every initiation by them, lobe paid into the Grand 
Treasury. 

The Grand Lodge of New Hampshire also requires 
for the Degrees fifteen dollars. In this State, the filial 
care of the Grand Lodge is manifested, by the appoint- 
ment of qualified Brethren to visit and instruct her Sub- 
ordinates, and to report. The Committee on Foreign 
Correspondence entertain erroneous views, I apprehend, 
in relation to the right of a Lodge to try its Master. He 
has it in charge to support the constitution and bye-laws 
of the Grand Lodge, and should therefore be not amena- 
ble to an inferior body, for reasons obvious to an intelli- 
gent mind. Appended to the proceedings is the consti- 
tution, which appears to be well arranged. In it I per- 
ceive that one dollar is required of the Lodges for every 
candidate initiated. 

The Grand Master, in his communication to the Grand 
Lodge of Connecticut, comments upon a subject which 
applies elsewhere. He says : “Another subject was in- 
troduced in a former communication, which it appears to 
me cannot longer be overlooked, without compromitting 
the honor and dignity of the Grand Lodge. I allude to 
the embezzlement of the funds of the Grand Lodge, by 
those who, in many instances, still retain their standing 
as good and true Masons. It appears to me, that it is 
time that it should be clearly understood, whether the ob- 
ligations which bind us together are or are not a dead 
letter/’ 

The Journal of Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of 
New York is a most valuable document to the Masonic 
fraternity. The address of the M. W. Grand Master be- 
ing written in a dignified style, and the report of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Correspondence evidencing great Ma- 
sonic research, and indefatigable labor in its preparation ; 
its beauty is impaired, however, by rather too profuse a 


sprinkling of self adulation. The Grand Master, in his 
address, with great propriety urges the practice of exam- 
ining candidates in regard to their proficiency in prior 
degrees, before being advanced ; it should never be omit- 
ted. He observes, also, that the practice of furnishing re- 
freshments in the Lodges, is rapidly growing into disfa- 
vor ; in our own Lodges it is entirely abolished. A strong 
appeal is made to the brethren, for their liberal aid in es- 
tablishing a Free Mason’s Orphan Asylum. He speaks 
in flattering terms of the prospect of success, in a great 
project on foot, under the plan of a Joint Stock Company, 
to erect a magnificent Mason’s Hall, for the accommoda- 
tion of the Grand, and all the Subordinate Lodges in the 
city. The report above alluded to, I hope, will receive 
proper attention from the committee to whom it will be 
referred. 

A distinguished Mason presides over the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland ; he reprehends in just terms the practice of 
admitting temporary residents to the order, and recom- 
mends the passing of a resolution, forbidding the prac- 
tice in all the Lodges under that jurisdiction, and invit- 
ing the co-operation of the other Grand Lodges. He 
brings forward the subject of a General Grand Lodge, 
which will be noticed hereafter. He also refers to the 
wants of the country Lodges, and urges an appropriation 
for the Grand Lecturer, who was unable to perfect a 
work happily begun, for want of pecuniary means. In 
an able report of the Committee on Correspondence, the 
case of the resuscitation of the Grand Lodge of Michi- 
gan, after having lain dormant for some time, is brought 
to notice, for the purpose of expressing an opinion touch- 
ing Masonic Jurisprudence, which is, that they “ hold to 
the doctrine that a Grand Lodge (acting within its own 
jurisdiction) may by a vote of two-thirds, adopt for her 
own government, and the government of her Subordinate 
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Lodges, any rule, regulation, order or edict not changing 
the landmarks of Masonry, which she may deem requi- 
site for the safety of the craft under her jurisdiction.” 
This needs no other sanction than the law of self preser- 
vation. 

The Grand Lodge of Virginia employs two Grand 
Lecturers, whose reports are full of interest. 

In the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Georgia is 
a Protest, signed by a number of its members, against the 
rejection, on a former day, of a resolution requiring one 
Lodge, which had infringed upon the jurisdiction of an- 
other, by the admission of a candidate from nearer that 
Lodge, to pay over to the same the fees received. It was 
clearly an error. 

The Grand Lodge of Mississippi has passed a resolu- 
tion requiring the Subordinate Lodges to collect a Tax 
from unassociated Brethren in good standing, to be applied 
to the education of orphan children — the names of such as 
might refuse to pay, to be returned and published in the 
proceedings. I am not prepared to say that a general 
regulation of that nature would be politic. 

The Grand Lodge of Wisconsin has issued a very ex- 
cellent constitution, recently revised ; containing, howe- 
ver, one objectionable article, and that is, in regard to the 
manner of voting on expulsions. Instead of audibly an- 
swering the question “guilty or not guilty?” the use of 
the ballot-box, to my mind, would be more strictly in 
consonance with Masonic usage. 

In all the Proceedings under my inspection, I find so 
much of an interesting nature, and deserving notice, that 
it is with difficulty I force myself from thir perusal. 

I come now to the most important topics of discussion; 
and you will pardon me if, in my desire to do justice to 
our common cause, I should trespass upon your patience. 

While there is manifested the most cheering evidence 
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of the flourishing condition of our order generally, 
throughout our wide spread country, and in portions of 
our own State, yeti am constrained, however painful, to 
apprise you of the hapless situation of many of our 
Lodges, requiring the most prompt and energetic action 
of your Body to save them from irrecoverable degenera- 
cy, if not from absolute dissolution. 

There are many causes to which this lamentable state 
of affairs may be attributed, and to none, probably, more 
than the want of that fostering care of the Grand Lodge, 
which is so essential to inspire in the Subordinates a due 
regard for Masonie principles, and impel them to a strict 
adherence to those peculiar forms and ceremonies on 
which, chiefly, depends their very existence. 

From lack of decision in the presiding officers of some 
of our Lodges, abuses have been suffered to creep in ; 
and in others, indolent or careless habits have* been so 
long indulged, that they seem no longer possessed of the 
ability to reform. However reluctant I may feel in ex- 
hibiting before the Grand Lodge a picture so deformed, 
yet a proper sense of the responsibilities resting upon me, 
as well as a due regard for the interests committed to my 
trust, will not allow me to be less candid. The duty of 
pointing out a remedy is no less imperative than that of 
exposing an abuse; and I am well convinced that this 
Grand Lodge has the remedy at hand, which is to pro- 
vide a salary for the General Grand Lecturer, making it 
his duty to visit, lecture and instruct all the Subordinate 
Lodges in the State, and attend to such other requirements 
as should be imposed upon him. 

Under the present arrangement, any Lodge may re- 
quire his services by paying therefor ; but under the pro- 
posed regulation it would be incumbent on him to visit 
all the Lodges and impart instruction ; at present but com- 
paratively few Lodges will avail themselves of the privi- 
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lege of obtaining the lectures, while the new plan would 
insure to each a thorough knowledge. 1 must be excus- 
ed for pressing this subject upon the Grand Lodge for 
its earnest consideration, feeling well convinced that with- 
out this, or some more effectual provision, Masonry can- 
not sustain even its present feeble position among us. 

Having shown the necessity of granting a salary to 
the Grand Lecturer, it may be expected of me to point 
out the source from which it is to be raised, as not less 
than four or five hundred dollars will compensate for his 
services, and the present income of the Grand Lodge but 
barely meets its expenditures. 

I propose that every Lodge pay into the Grand Trea- 
sury one dollar for each member, and the same for each 
initiation, provided that no Lodge be required to pay for 
both initiation and membership for any one individual at 
one and the same time. 

The whole number of Lodges now in existence in this 
State, as near as can be ascertained, are forty-five ; of 
these twenty-seven only made returns last year, paying, 
besides arrearages, (agreeably to the dues now exacted) 
two hundred and seventy dollars; add to which some 
small amount from other sources, and the income of the 
Grand Lodge may be computed at from three hundred to 
three hundred and fifty dollars. The returns of these 
twenty-seven Lodges show an aggregate of nine hundred 
and nineteen members, and ninety-seven initiations. I 
notice that most of the Grand Lodges derive their in- 
come from a similar tax ; this in my view is the most e- 
quitable method, and the least objectionable that can be 
devised. Twenty-five cents quarterage from each mem- 
ber will meet the requisition, and no Lodge will feel the 
burden. Should the Grand Lodge concur in the above 
suggesstions, it will be necessary to amend or rescind the 
resolution relative to dues, adopted in 1835. By the op- 
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editions of tins plan, the income of the Grand Lodge 
would become respectable, and ample means be provided 
for all contingencies. 

In the event of the above named provisions being car- 
ried out, there will be no necessity for any action by this 
Grand Lodge in regard to delinquent Lodges, as the 
Grand Master can, under existing resolutions, so instruct 
the Grand Lecturer as that they may be dealt with agree- 
ably to the true spirit and intent of said resolutions ; and 
the Grand Master will be enabled to lay before the next 
annual Communication of the Grand Lodge,. the precise 
condition of every Lodge in the State. It may perhaps 
be proper to adopt some resolution giving the Grand Mas- 
ter discretionay power to sell, lease or rent any property 
forfeited to the Grand Lodge. One year’s trial will test 
the advantages of the whole scheme. 

In obedience to a resolution of the Grand Lodge, 1 was 
fortunate in securing the services of our worthy Brother, 
Rev. Jacob Frieze, to fill the office of General Grand 
Lecturer ; and with commendable zeal he entered at once 
upon the discharge of his duties, visiting several Lodges, 
but was prevented by sickness from extending his labors. 
His very able Report herewith presented, and marked A , 
I wish may be read by the Grand Secretary for the in- 
formation of the Grand Lodge ; and also that it may be 
placed in the hands of the appropriate committee. The 
Jewels of Enfield Lodge were handed me by Bro. Frieze, 
and are now in possession of the Grand Secretary, as is 
also the returned Charter. In regard to the property of 
that Lodge, alluded to in the Grand Lecturer’s Report, no 
action will be necessary in the event of carrying into ef- 
fect previous recommendations ; the same in regard to 
Jerusalem Lodge, and also the Lodge property in New- 
bern. - 

By authority of a resolution of Grand Lodge, I 
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appointed Bro. Isaac Hellen as agent to attend to Jerusa- 
lem Lodge, but have as yet received no report. 

On proper application, during the recess of the Grand 
Lodge, I granted a Dispensation for a Lodge, called “ St. 
John’s,” to be located at Smithville. The D. G. Master 
has also granted a Dispensation for a Lodge in Beaufort, 
to be called “ Franklin.” 

I had the pleasureof visiting the new Lodge at Smithville, 
and found in it zealous Masons. I also visited Concord 
Lodge atTarboro’, and found it in a healthy condition. 

During the last year a formal complaint was made to 
me by St. John’s Lodge, No. 1, against Hiram Lodge, No. 
98, for violation of a resolution of the Grand Lodge a- 
dopted in December 1828, declaring it irregular for any 
Lodge to receive a candidate who had been rejected, or 
who resided nearer another Lodge. Uncontrollable cir- 
cumstances prevented my visiting Hiram Lodge, as I had 
intended, with a view of investigating the matter. There 
could have been no palliation for the offence, especially 
as it was committed by Brethren of acknowledged res- 
pectability and intelligence. It was intimated to me that 
a strong petition in favor of the rejected individual, sign- 
ed by members belonging to the injured Lodge, had been 
the cause of his obtaining the Degrees in Clinton. But 
the whole proceedures were irregular and reprehensible ; 
and both the Lodge and those signing the petition were 
rendered liable to suspension. A sense of duty alone has 
prompted me to bring this unpleasant affair before the 
Grand Lodge; and I would suggest, merely, that it pro- 
vide by decided enactment against future transgressions, 
and that Hiram Lodge be required to pay over to the com- 
plaining Lodge the fees received. 

Many of our Grand Lodges have taken decisive mea- 
sures on the subject of Education ; among those which 
stand out in the boldest relief, are Missouri, New York 
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and Kentucky. Without arrogating too much for our 
own Grand Lodge, I venture the suggestion that the first 
great impetus was given to that noble enterprise by ac- 
tion of that body many years since. And but recently a 
very laudable effort was made to establish under the au- 
spices of the Grand Lodge. “ A Seminary of Learning” 
within this State. The Grand Lodge took the subject 
into favorable consideration, and, with the strongest ap- 
peals, submitted it to the action of the Subordinate 
Lodges, and exerted every influence calculated to pro- 
duce a favorable result ; but unhappily, those from whom 
assistance was most confidently expected possessed not 
the means, consequently it is most advisable to postpone 
for the present any farther action in the premises. I 
would, however, recommend, an expression declaring it 
as the sense of this Grand Lodge, that every Subordinate 
Lodge under her jurisdiction should hold sacred all initi- 
ation fees tor benevolent purposes; and furthermore, that* 
they be advised to establish Schools, or appropriate a 
certain amount of their funds for the education of poor 
Masonic or other children within their neighborhoods ; 
a plan that may be the more effectually carried into ope-^ 
ration by the appointment of judicious School Commit- 
tees. They should likewise be required to make yearly 
returns to the Grand Lodge, of the number of children 
under tuition, as well as the amount expended. Before 
leaving this subject, 1 cannot refrain from quoting entire' 
the following beautiful and very appropriate sentiment, 
embodied in the Report of a Committee of the Grand 
Lodge of Alabama on Education. They remark in con- 
clusion of an able article thus, “that while the Masonic 
heart bleeds at the sight of the helpless child, as it suffers 
with nakedness and hunger, even a deeper sympathy 
should awake at the sight of its mental destitution * 
The body may be clothed and fed, and yet a life of hope^ 
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less ignorance will be unprofitable. But cultivate its 
mind, and the hope may be entertained that honor to it- 
self and usefulness to mankind will be the result. ” 

This Grand Lodge having approved the design of a 
National Masonic Convention, and adopted the rules for 
organizing and establishing the same ; and having also 
concurred in a resolution to hold the next meeting in the 
city of Winchester, Va. on the second Monday in May 
ensuing, I deem it proper to call your attention thereto, 
in order that you may provide for a representative to said 
Convention, and take such other action in the premises 
as your wisdom may suggest. 

The subject of organizing a General Grand Lodge has 
at various times been agitated, and heretofore met with but 
little favor — from dread, principally, of concentrating in 
one body too much power, and of encroachments upon 
the inalienable or reserved rights of the individual Grand 
Lodges. Such fears, in my humble opinion, are ground- 
less ; and on that subject I coincide fully in the remarks 
of the M. W. Asa Peabody, Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts, which are too lengthy for entire 
quotation. He observes, “that a General Grand Lodge 
with limited powers, having no authority but to correct 
deviations and errors in work and lectures, and settle 
such differences between State Grand Lodges as should 
be referred to it, has no terrors for me and again, that 
« the State Grand Lodges should forever retain the gen- 
eral authority, from which there should be no appeal but 
in a few specified cases, where the question at issue af- 
fected the whole fraternity. Consistently with this, a 
General Grand Lodge might be formed, possessing none 
but cautiously delegated powers.” The M. W. Charles 
Gilman, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, 
also discusses the same subject in a very able and satis- 
factory manner, and expresses a doubt from indications, 
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whether the contemplated meeting of a Convention of 
Grand Lodges at Winchester will ever be held. Yet he 
contends that there “ should be a Body, with limited ju- 
risdiction, deriving its existence from the several Grand 
Lodges, which, meeting periodically, might satisfactorily 
determine matters of general policy, and prevent innova- 
tions upon the ancient usages of the Order. 3 ’ The Grand 
Lodge at the same time adopted resolutions conformably 
to the above suggestions, and requesting those Grand 
Lodges that agree to the proposition of forming a General 
Grand Lodge, to send delegates to meet in Convention 
for that purpose, in the city of Baltimore, in September* 
1847. 

I am decidedly in favor of establishing a General 
Grand Lodge for the purpose of protecting the ancient 
landmarks and usages of the Order, and of settling all 
questions that may arise in reference thereto, in preference 
to any other partial tribunal that may bo occasionally set 
up, whose acts may be confirmed at pleasure, and broken 
at will. And although this Grand Lodge has adopted the 
convention system, I would deferentially ask, if the pro- 
posed organization be not infinitely better ? As the time 
of the proposed convention is distant, no definite action 
is necessary at this time, other than the expression of o- 
pinion. 

The discrepances in work and proceedings of all our 
Grand Lodges, call loudly for such an institution, and I 
will present to your notice some instances of this charac- 
ter, accompanied by my own views of their propriety* 
Practices are indulged in some Grand Lodges, which are 
denounced by others, and the question naturally arises, 
Who shall decide? 

New York insists that a candidate should possess, be- 
sides the necessary mental and moral qualifications, phys- 
ical perfection. Massachusetts and others, on the con* 
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trary, contend that certain physical defects oppose no bar- 
rier, provided they do not operate to the prejudice of gain- 
ing a livelihood, or of receiving the degrees. The former 
is for a rigid adherence to ancient usage, which says that 
“every person desiring admission, must also be upright 
in body, not deformed or dismembered, at the time of 
making; but of hate and entire limbs, as a man ought 
to be.” The latter, on the score of expediency, deny the 
necessity of adhering to the letter of the law, especially 
since Masonry had changed from an operative, to a spec- 
ulative character. A diversity of opinions exists in re- 
gard to jurisdiction ; and complaints are very justly made, 
that Lodges admit candidates from other States without 
sanction. 1 have noticed an erroneous opinion, that a 
Lodge had not the right to expel a Mason for any offence, 
although perpetrated within its own jurisdiction, provided 
he was a member of another Lodge. A want of uniform- 
ity prevails in regard to Grand Lodge certificates, New 
York showing very conclusively their necessity, from the 
fact of her having so repeatedly to warn her sister Grand 
Lodges against clandestine Masons and imposters. One 
Grand Lodge sanctions innovation by permitting the Past 
Master’s Degree to be conferred by her Subordinates. 

It is generally conceded that expulsion from a Lodge ex- 
cludes from the Chapter ; but some Grand Lodges very im- 
properly contends that expulsion from a Chapter, with the 
same propriety, excludes from the Lodge. I apprehend 
that no society would compel any of its members to sanc- 
tion the proceedings of a meeting wherein they were not 
allowed to be present or participate ; with what justice, 
then, could such a requirement be made of Masons under 
similar circumstances? They could not judge of the le- 
gality of the trial or verdict. One Grand Lodge resolves 
that in case of suspension, a two-third vote may reinstate; 
while another places the individual in the position of an 
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applicant for Masonry. The G. H. S. of the M. Degree 
is communicated to the E. A. in Saxony and Hamburg. 
Who could correct a similar abuse in this county ? Two 
Grand Lodges have each incorporated in its bye-laws a 
new test oath — one in relation to the authenticity of the 
Bible, the other as to a state of future rewards and pun- 
ishments— and in Prussia the Jews are rejected ! All 
these innovations have been generally frowned upon. 

An evil practice has obtained to some extent, that of 
publishing rejections. It is contrary to the spirit of Ma- 
sonry to injure private character. An individual might 
be rejected by a Lodge — suppose on account of Some 
physical defect, or mental disqualification that would not 
affect his character in society ; would it not be cruel, to 
say the least, for Masonry to be instrumental in stamping 
suspicion upon him ? Examples of inconsistency in 
practice need hardly be multiplied, in proof of the neces- 
sity of some regulating power. 

I feel it my duty to call your attention to the Constitu- 
tion of this Grand Lodge, which is deficient in detail, and 
not sufficient comprehensive in its provisions. On many 
important points, the present Constitution sheds but a fee- 
ble light for the government of the Subordinate Lodges ; 
and they find very little benefit from it in drafting their bye- 
laws ; so that it is not to be wondered that discrepances 
and improprieties exist. I would, therefore, respectfully 
recommend that a committee be appointed to take the sub- 
ject into consideration, and report some plan for haing the 
constitution revised and amended during the recess of the 
Grand Lodge. 

When the Constitution shall have been properly re- 
moddled, so as to embrace all the essentials of Masonic 
government and regulations, it will supecede many of 
those resolutions concerning Lodge discipline which an- 
nually encumber the proceedings of thq Grand Lodge. 
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At your last Communication, by recommendation of 
the Grand Lodge of Georgia, Bro. Philip T. Schley was 
duly recognized as Representative of this Grand Lodge 
near that Grand Body ; and the courtesy was reciproca- 
ted by recommending Bro. P. D. G. M. Thos. Loring as 
their Representative near this Grand Lodge. A transcript 
of your proceedings were promptly forwarded to Georgia, 
together with the proper credentials, &c., but I regret to 
add, Bro. Loring is not apprised of having been recogni- 
zed in return. 

A communication has been received from Bro. Wm. 
H. Adams, Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Penn- 
sylvania, accompanied by a beautiful copy of the M. W. 
G. M. Joseph R. Chandler’s Addresses, during his annual 
yisitations, which are worthy of his high reputation as a 
Mason and scholar. It is on the Grand Secretary’s Desk. 

While I would advocate the strictest economy in all 
legitimate expenditures of the Grand Lodge, I think a 
fair and reasonable compensation should not be withheld 
from those, who faithfully aud punctually perform the 
duties imposed upon them. Influenced by these consid- 
erations, I would respectfully recommend that the salary 
of the Grand Secretary, which is now a bare pittance, be 
increased in a ratio commensurate with the labors of his 
office. 

I offer no apology for this extended address — for its re- 
commendations, its criticisms or its censures ; I have per- 
formed my duty according to my limited ability and the 
lights I enjoy, and have full confidence that your en- 
lightened body will do the same. Whatever may be the 
result of our deliberations, whether for weal or for woe, 
let each individual, as he retires from this Hall, be able 
to lay his hand upon his heart and conscientiously say, I 
have neither done or left undone aught for which I can 
in justice reflect upon myself.

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The Report of the Grand Lecturer was then read, and 
is as follows : 

To the M . W. P. Fanning , G. M. of the M. W. Grand 

Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of the 

State of North Carolina: 

Sir : On the receipt of your commission to me as 
General Grand Lecturer of the State of North Carolina, 
since the meeting of the M. W. Grand Lodge in Decem- 
ber last, I prepared to enter on the discharge of the duties 
of the mission intrusted to me, according to my best a- 
bility. Being sensible, from experience and observation, 
that Masonry, in its present condition, required the united 
and persevering efforts of its friends to revive and build 
up the order, and to restore it to its original purity and 
perfection, it was not without some reluctance, origina- 
ting in a sense of my own deficiencies, and the arduous 
nature of the task its duties would impose on me, that I 
consented to assume them. Impelled, however, by a 
sense of duty to the Fraternity, and the desire, if possi- 
ble, to make myself useful to the order, all other consid- 
erations were waived by me, and the work commenced. 
It being however, late in the season, and an attack of a 
painful disorder compelling me to return prematurely to 
the North, I was able to accomplish but a small portion 
of the work contemplated, and which it was my intention 
to complete, as far as my abilities would permit. As far 
as that work has been accomplished, however, permit me, 
respectfully, to submit my report : 

The latter part of March, notices were sent to several 
Lodges, of my intention to visit them on certain days, and 
requesting meetings of the Lodges to be called on those 
days, for that purpose. In due time I commenced my 
rounds, and visited Concord Lodge, No. 58, at Tarboro’, 
Royal White Heart Lodge, No. 2, Halifax; Enfield 
Lodge, No. 88, Enfield ; Morning Star Lodge, No 55. 


Nashville; Orr Lodge, No. 104, Washington; Line 
Lodge, No. 87, Duplin Old Court House ; Hiram Lodge, 
No. 98, Clinton, and Sharon Lodge, No. 78, Greenville. 
Besides the foregoing. I also made informal visits to St. 
John’s Lodge, No. 96, Kinston, and Joseph Warren 
Lodge, No. 92, Stantonsburg. Thus, you perceive, my 
visits were extended, either formally or informally, to ten 
Lodges, when sickness compelled me to abandon the 
work. 

It may be deemed invidious in me to discriminate a- 
mong the Lodges, and yet, the duty I owe to the Grand 
Lodge, to the Subordinate Lodges, and to the Craft, will 
compel me to do so in a measure; while, at thesame time, 
my only object in doing so, is, with the most kindly fra- 
ternal feelings towards the entire fraternity, to award the 
meed of praise where it is due, and to point out for cor- 
rection, some of the abuses into which the brethren have, 
inadvertently no doubt, fallen during a long state of in- 
action and comparative adversity. It would indeed be 
strange, if, during the long period of adversity and con- 
sequent declension through which the craft has had to 
struggle, no abuses had crept in among us ; and so far am 
I from indulging, or even entertaining a censorious spirit 
on account of such aberrations, that I think the brethren 
generally are entitled to great praise, for having even 
maintained their associate existence. The cloulds of ad- 
versity have however been in a great measure dispersed — 
North and South, East and West. The building of the 
Masonic Temple has been recommenced with vigor — 
new workmen are daily crowding into our ranks — the 
tools and implements of the craft are wielded with re- 
newed energy, and the Fraternity are rapidly regaining 
their former flourishing and prosperous condition. The 
present period then would appear to be most opportune, 
ro correct all abuses and errors that may have occurred, 


to remove the last vestige of accumulated rubbish from 
in and around the temple, and to prepare ourselves to 
prevent its accumulation in future. Pardon me ; it is not 
my intention to dictate, but to suggest ; and if any hint 
of mine on the subject may prove in the least beneficial, 
it will give me great pleasure. 

Most of my notices were promptly responded to by the 
Lodges; and, in most cases, the brethren appeared eager 
to obtain Masonic information, as to the lectures and work 
of the M. W. Grand Lodge. It is not to be disguised, be- 
cause it should be known, that the evil should be remov- 
ed, that, in most instances which have come within my 
knowledge, but little of the Lectures were known ; and 
in two or three instances, I have found Master and War- 
dens who had never heard a lecture. These defects have 
originated from the want of opportunities to obtain infor- 
mation, and of course are not matters for censure or re- 
proof. In Concord Lodge, and Morning Star Lodge, 
permit me to observe, the brethren, and the officers in 
particular, were found well informed in the science of 
Masonry, and well qualified for the proper discharge of 
their various duties. 

Of Orr Lodge, probably the same is true, as the Grand 
Lecturer for the district is one of its members, and is 
known as an accomplished Mason, devoted to the cause, 
and laboring with indefatigable perseverence to promote 
its prosperity ; though strange to say, notwithstanding his 
valuable efforts, the Lodge has been, for some time, in a 
rather languishing condition. I lectured in all the Lodges 
of which meetings were called, and in some instances, 
spent several days for the purpose. In all, the brethren 
met me in open Lodge, except in Enfield and Orr. In 
general, the brethren manifest a firm attachment to the 
order, and life and activity in the cause ; and it is believ- 
ed that nothing is wanting to ensure complete success, 
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bat that their zeal should be qualified with the requisite 
degree of Masonic knowledge, their action circumscribed 
by Masonic rules, and their energies put forth under Ma- 
sonic auspices. In order that all this should be effected, 
permit me. respectfully, to state a few facts, and to throw 
out a few suggestions. 

1. It is my impression that, in too many instances, suf- 
ficient precaution is not exercised as to the acceptation of 
candidates. Thus, too many persons find their way into 
the Order, who are destined to become a mere pest to the 
Fraternity, to fix a blemish on the fair fame of Masonry, 
and to disturb the peace and harmony of the Lodge. In 
my humble opinion, some definite rule of inquiry should 
be fixed by the Grand Lodge, requiring a more strict scru- 
tiny than is now generally practiced; and that it should 
be rigidly enforced* 

2. It is believed there is, in many Lodges, too much 
haste in passing candidates through the various degrees. 
Any reason, however trifling, is deemed a sufficient apol- 
ogy for conferring two, and even the three degrees at one 
meeting. Thus it happens that the work is hurried over 
in a bungling manner, little or no attempt is made at il- 
lustration, a feeble impression is left on the mind; no pro- 
gress is made in the science ; the candidate becomes a 
Master , entitled to wield the Trowel , before he has learn- 
ed the use of even the Compasses. It is unnecessary 
for me to dwell on this subject, as every Mason knows 
that, before a candidate should be permitted to take the 
second step in Masonry, he should be able to advance 
from the first, worthy and well qualified. In my humble 
opinion, rules to ensure such a result, and such rules are 
required by our ancient Constitutions, should be rigidly 
enforced. 

3. Some Lodges have been in the habit of drawing on 
their funds, till the whole have been expended, to pay the 


expenses of public celebrations, including even the dm 
tiers of their members, and of invited guests. It is be- 
lieved that this is an abuse which should never have ex- 
isted. The funds of a Lodge constitute a deposite for 
the cause of charity. The entire Masonic funds of 
the Fraternity throughout the world, constitute one uni- 
versal joint stock, on which, every Mason in distress, and 
his widow and orphans after him. has a claim not to be 
questioned. Each Lodge is therefore merely a trustee 
for this fund, and Masonically bound to hold it sacred lor 
its legitimate purpose. What apology then has a Lodge 
to offer, when applied to for relief, which it cannot afford, 
because its charity fund has been expended in feasting, 
or for some other purpose equally remote from Masonic 
charity? It is believed that such abuse should be cor- 
rected wherever it may exist, and that every Lodge should 
be held strictly accountable to the Grand Lodge for the 
proper disposition of its funds. 

4. An unmasonic practice which has been found to ex- 
ist to too great an extent, is, to accept petitions, and to in- 
itiate candidates,, without the payment ol fees. The re- 
sult has been ruinous. By this means, Lodge funds have 
been vested in individual promises* thousands of which 
have never been redeemed. By this means the cause of 
charity has suffered : in many instances the Grand Lodge 
has been deprived of its dues ; and, in some instances 
within my knowledge, even valuable Lodge property has 
been advertised and sold for debts, less than one-fcurtli 
its value, or redeemed by some brother or brethren, to pre- 
vent the mortification and sacrifice which would have 
attended the sale. 

Ill addition to the above, there does not appear to me 
to be felt that sense of responsibility to the Grand Lodge, 
and to each other, which should be felt by every Mason, 
as duties imposed on us by our sacred obligations as such. 
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Hence that manifest inattention in too many Lodges, to 
the mandates of the Grand Lodge, as respects represen- 
tation, the payment of dues, and making returns. Hence 
also, though harmony appears generally to prevail in the 
Lodges, as such, yet Masonic principles seem to be too 
readily forgotten by many out of doors, where, in the ca- 
pacities of men and citizens, they engage in bickering and 
strife, and enact scenes of hostility altogether unbecom- 
ing the Masonic character, and to the great scandal of our 
institution. 

1 repeat it ; such abuses as I have detailed do exist, and 
to a great extent. I repeat too, however, that they have 
probably crept in in consequence of the absence of due 
vigilance during a season of unavoidable declension, and 
from the want of admonition and instruction. They 
nevertheless require removal. I have done all I could to 
that effect, in obedience to your instructions, and am per- 
suaded it requires but a well directed effort of the Grand 
Lodge to effect a complete reform. With some few ex- 
ceptions, 1 have found the Lodge records regularly kept. 
Wherever I have found them otherwise, the abuse has 
been pointed out, and reform promised. The Charter, 
Jewels, & c. of the Enfield Lodge, which were surrender- 
ed, have already been placed in your hands. The Lodge 
building, and the lot on which it stands, have been sold 
at auction for debt, and purchased by the late Master for 
about fourteen dollars. I am informed, however, that he 
will surrender it to the Grand Lodge, on payment of the 
above sum. The only dues collected by me, is ten dol- 
lars, the annual tax on the Line Lodge, for the year end- 
ing December, 1844. I should have stated, that no re- 
cords were found in Enfield Lodge, of a date later than 
1839 ^ and that the Treasurer, Doctor Whitaker, report- 
ed it as his belief, that all other books and papers, includ- 
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in g notes due the Lodge, were in the hands ot Mr. Greg- 
ory, formerly Master of the Lodge. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

The respective Committees on Grand Lodges and 
Miscellaneous Subjects, Accounts and Claims against the 
Grand Lodge, and Returns and Communications from 
Subordinate Lodges, asked and obtained farther time to 
make their reports. 

A communication from Bro. W. A. Harrison, late 
Grand Secretary, was read, upon which, on motion of 
Bro. Hutchings, a committee consisting of Bros. W. W. 
Johnson, Thomas Loring and William Tunnell, was ap- 
pointed by the Grand Master to confer with him relative 
to the settlement of his accounts with the Grand Lodge 
agreeably to his request. 

A petition from the Master, Wardens, &c. of Skewar- 
kee Lodge, No. 90, praying for authority to hold their 
meetings alternately at two separate places, several miles 
apart, was read, and decided by the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master to be contrary to Masonic usage and an 
express decision of this Grand Lodge, and therefore in- 
admissible. 

Two communications from Saint John’s Lodge, No. 
1,, Wilmington, relative to a rejection and expulsion, were 
read by the Grand Secretary, and the proper disposition 
made of them. 

The Grand Master informed the Grand Lodge, that the 
Grand Secretary had, with much labor, prepared a list of 
its six principal Grand Officers from the year 1787, to 
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the present time, which he thought a most valuable doc- 
ument to the Masonic Fraternity in particular ; where- 
upon, on motion of Bro. Hutchings, it was ordered to be 
published with the proceedings. 

Agreeably to a Resolution of last evening, the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master referred the several portions of 
his Communication to the following Committees, viz : 

1st. On that portion relative to the death of Bro. Thos. 
S. Clarke, to Bros. Hutchings and Burr. 

2d. On those portions relating to Grand Lodges, the 
National Convention, and the establishment of a General 
Grand Lodge, to the Committee on Communications from 
Grand Lodges.

From what light has been obtained, it would seem that 
the Grand Lodge as a body, had not been consulted about 
the propriety of this expenditure ; and the opinion is en- 
tertained, that expenditures of such magnitude should 
not be allowed without their consent.

But as this irregularity did not take place un- 
der the direction of the present administration, and it ap- 
pearing from the accounts presented that this Lodge has 
received in materials and labor that amount, exclusive of 
any service that Brother Ashton himself may have ren- 
dered ; and believing that no one would desire that a 
worthy Brother should suffer for that which has been ap- 
propriated for the benefit of the Lodge alone, as in the pres- 
ent instance, your Committee do recommend the amount 
be paid, so far as satisfactory vouchers may be produced, 
and placed in the hands of the Grand Treasurer, showing 
that those expenditures were for the benefit of this Lodge.

Brethren of the Grand Lodge : 

Since my Communication to your honorable, at the 
early part of the session, advising the postponement of 
farther action in regard to a Seminary of Learning, I 
have been constrained to change my views in relation to 
that important subject, in consequence of very interesting 
and cheering information that has come to my knowledge. 

I would therefore recommend that the whole subject 
be revived, and that this communication be committed to 
the Committee having that matter in charge, with a view 
to their making a report in consonance therewith.

The Committee on the subject of the Grand Lecturer 
and Subordinate Lodges, made their Report, which was 
adopted, and the Resolutions accompanying the same 
were, on motion, taken up separately and adopted: 

The Committee on so much of the Annual Communi- 
cation of the M. W. Grand Master, as relates to the Gen- 
eral Grand Lecturer, and the hopeless situation of many 
of our Lodges, ask leave to 

report : 

That after due consideration of the subjects more di- 
rectly referred to them, they cordially concur with the 


Grand Master in the opinion that a General Grand Lec- 
turer should be appointed, to proceed without delay, to 
visit and lecture all the Lodges under your jurisdiction ; 
and that he should be paid for his services out of the 
funds of the Grand Lodge ; and for the purpose of en- 
suring the means of meeting such a demand upon the 
Grand Treasury, and of making the burthens of the res- 
pective Lodges more just and equal, the Committee fur- 
ther recommend the adoption of the plan proposed by the 
M. W. Grand Master. They also approve his suggestion 
in regard to the management of the property forfeited to 
the Grand Lodge, 

There are other important matters contained in the 
papers referred to them, upon which the Committee have 
not had time to bestow that deliberation which their im- 
portance demands, to wit: the precaution necessary in 
accepting candidates, the too great haste which is often 
practised in passing candidates through the various de- 
grees, the improper using of the funds of Lodges to pay 
the expenses of public celebrations, the unmasonie prac- 
tice of accepting petitions and initiating candidates with- 
out the payment of fees, the manifest want of regard for 
the authority of the Grand Lodge, exhibited by some 
Lodges, and the lack of that attention to the interests and 
welfare of each other, which is often witnessed among 
certain members of the fraternity; and as this Commu- 
nication is expected to be closed before they could pro- 
perly digest the same, they ask to be discharged from their 
further consideration, and recommend the adoption of the 
subjoined resolutions.

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Grand Lecturer, to be appointed by the Grand Master, to 
visit, lecture and instruct all the Subordinate Lodges in 
the State, and to attend to such other requirements as may 
be imposed upon him by this body, or the Most Worship- 
ful Grand Master thereof.

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence, to whom 
was referred the Reports of the Proceedings of the fol- 
lowing Grand Lodges in the several States and Territo- 
ries, to wit : Maine, New Hampshire, Connecticut, New 
York, Maryland, Virginia, Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas, Missouri, Michigan, Illi- 
nois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Texas, together with the Journal 
of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Texas, a Masonic 
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Address delivered in Lebanon Lodge, No 98, Tennessee, 
and a copy of the American Masonic Register, a periodi- 
cal devoted to Masonry and Literature, have had the 
same under their attentive consideration, and beg leave 
respectfully to 

report : 

That the information contained in these valuable doc* 
uments, is of a varied pleasing character. It is a pleasant 
thing for the mind, as it were, to withdraw itself at stated 
intervals from the asperities and corroding influences of 
the world, and marking out for itself a higher and nobler 
aim, concentrate all its energies for the attainment of its 
holy mission. We look upon the hours devoted to the 
advancement and practice of the true principles of our 
time honored institution, as not wholly lost, or idly or un- 
profitably spent, but rather as bearing on their wings the 
evidences of good, and we are free to confess, that we do 
not envy the feelings of those Professors , who fortrifling 
expedients, neglect exalted duties. Your committee 
greatly regret, that the very limited time assigned them 
for the task, has prevented that copious and clear exhibi- 
tion of the operations of other Grand Lodges, which it 
was their wish as well as duty to have given. They are 
consoled however in their unavoidable delinquency, by 
the very full and comprehensive Report of the Grand 
Master, who with laudable zeal and fidelity, has travelled 
over the whole ground, and selected from the documents, 
most of their valuable matter. It will be their object 
then, upon the present occasion, merely to give an ab- 
stract of the business performed, and advance such sug- 
gestions and resolutions as may properly present them- 
selves. 

Your Committee regret the diversity of opinion that 
exists, and as set forth in the proceedings of the several 
Grand Lodges, involving Masonic usages and principles, 
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find would beg leave to refer to the views of our Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, as set forth in his address, as 
fully expressing our own. The Grand Lodge of New 
York very properly alludes to the precipitancy and irreg- 
ularity of many Lodges in conferring the degrees of our 
order, and expresses in positive terms its condemnation ; 
all of which, (excepting extreme emergent cases) meets 
with our cordial approbation. 

Under date of Calcutta, Jan. 1, 1845, we received from 
Bro. G. H. Teu!on,of the Republic of Texas, now a res- 
ident of Calcutta, a communication containing an extract 
from an official communication made to him as represen- 
tative of that Republic, from the Grand Lodge of Bengal. 
It is truly pleasant to witness the existence of true Ma- 
sonic feeling in brothers, who are removed from us at so 
great distances, and strangers, in language, in govern- 
ment, in manners and customs ; but one by the universal 
tie of Masonry. 

“In reply, I am desired to express to you, and through 
you to the fraternity in America whom you represent, in 
behalf of himself and of the craft in Bengal, the great 
satisfaction it has afforded the Off. Pro. Deputy Grand 
Master, to receive their brotherly greeting ; and to assure 
them of the Masonic feeling with which we reciprocate 
their courtesy. It will at all times afford the Off. Pro. 
Deputy Grand Master pleasure to establish, as proposed 
by you, a correspondence between the Grand Lodges in 
America, and the District Grand Lodge of Bengal.

In regard to the appointment of Delegates to the Con- 
vention at Winchester, Va. we think it would be as well 
to submit that appointment to the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master by Resolution. 

Resolved. That the M. W. G. M« be requested to attend 
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in person said Convention, if convenient; otherwise, 
that he appoint some suitable person. 

The attention of the Committee has been called to the 
propriety of a General Grand Lodge, as having been pro* 
posed by several Grand Lodges, and as set forth in the 
address of our M. W. G. M. with whose views we fully 
agree. We would propose the adoption of the plan as 
presented by the Grand Lodge of Maryland, and suggest 
the importance of immediate action on the part of this 
Grand Lodge, to secure a suitable representative, in the 
person of our M. W. G. Master. 

The Committee have had before them the subject of a 
Masonic Census, that is, to ascertain the number of Ma- 
sons holding membership in the Subordinate Lodges un- 
der the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, together with 
all transient brethren. Your Committee are aware of 
the difficulties that will naturally arise in the accomplish- 
ment of this object, but feeling confident of success, 
would suggest the propriety of adopting the following 
resolution : 

Resolved , That the Subordinate Lodges under the ju- 
risdiction of this Grand Lodge, be, and are hereby re- 
quired to forward, in connection with their annual re- 
turns, a list of the names of all transient brethren, resid- 
ing within their jurisdiction, and that the Grand Secre- 
tary keep a record of said names, not to be published. 

The attention of your Committee has been called to 
consider the importance of Grand Lodge certificates, as 
alluded to in the Address of our Most Worshipful Grand 
Master : They would urge the necessity of a provision 
being made for the convenience and benefit of the members 
of all Subordinate Lodges within the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge. 

Therefore Resolved , That the Grand Secretary, un- 
der the direction of the Most Worshipful Grand Master, 
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have printed a suitable number of Grand Lodge certifi- 
cates in proper form, to be furnished to the Subordinate 
Lodges in such quantities as may be required, at 50 cents 
a piece ; one half of which amount shall be as a fee for 
the Grand Secretary, and the other half as funds of the 
Grand Lodge. % 

Resolved further , That all conflicting Resolutions be, 
and are hereby rescinded. 

If time permitted, we might extend this report much 
further, but we must here come to a close, regretting that 
unavoidable circumstances prevented further attention to 
the various points of Masonic interest, that were before 
us, and which afford abundant proof that the pillars of 
Masonry stand firm and erect, and give earnest to the 
world that the edifice which they support, has stood, and 
will stand, throughout all time, against the storms of pre- 
judice, and the attacks of bigotry; an asylum for the no- 
ble and the good of every nation, and of every clime.

Report of Committee on Accounts of Grand Secre- 
tary : 

The Committee to whom was referred the settlement 
of the accounts of the former Grand Secretary, Bro. Wm. 
A. Harrison, beg leave to 

report : 

That so far as they can obtain vouchers and receipts T 
there has been received by him, for the year 1843, $230, 
and there has been paid for the same time, $238 75, leav- 
ing a balance due him, of $8 75 cents. 
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There is a charge by Bro. Harrison of $42 70, which 
he states that fie has paid to Mr. Frazier, in part payment 
for painting, not included in the above estimate. 

There is also believed to be a charge against Bro. Har- 
rison, which he does not deny, of an unknown sum re- 
ceived from Hiram Lodge, No. 98, Clinton. It is suppos- 
ed to be $30 or $40, which can be ascertained only by 
application to that Lodge. 

The Grand Lodge has a charge against Bro. Harrison 
for $60, paid Br. Bain for bringing up the Records of the 
Lodge. He is willing to allow $42 70 cents, and that 
only on condition that the amount paid Mr. Frazier, be 
allowed him. 

Brother Harrison states, that he is willing to pay any 
balance that may be found due, by him, after the same 
has been ascertained. 

The Committee content themselves with stating the 
facts, and the progress they have made, and respectfully 
wait the action of the Grand Lodge.

Resolved , That the acknowledgments of this body 
arc due to the M. W. Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, for 
the beautiful copy of Bro. Chandler’s Addresses, present- 
ed through their Grand Secretary. 

Bro. Thomas J. Lemav, from the Select Committee on 
Education, submitted the following Report, which was 
adopted : 


REPORT : 

Of the Committee on Education , to the Grand Lodge 

of North Carolina , Dec . 5, 1845 : 

The Committee on Education, to whom was referred 
so much of the Annual Communication of the M. W. 
Grand Master as relates to the scheme for establishing a 
Charity School by this Grand Lodge, and to the duty of 
Subordinate Lodges in regard to the education of poor 
children within the limits of their jurisdiction, have had 
the same under consideration, and respectfully report : 

1st. In regard to the North Carolina Masonic Charity 
School, that it is a matter much to be regretted, that 
nothing has been done, during the past year, to further 
this great and noble object. This, however, is no cause 
of discouragement ; it can only retard, not prevent, ulti- 
mate success. The benign and benevolent institution 
proposed to be established, is too important, opens too 
wide a field for the useful operation of the distinguishing 
principle of Masonry, and promises too rich a harvest of 
glory and substantial benefits to our venerable order, to 
be abandoned for any, much less for light and transient 
causes.” And it is a matter of heartfelt gratulation, that 
there is no necessity for even the temporary suspension of 
efforts to provide the means of carrying it into execution, 
suggested in the first communication of our Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master, that able and vigilant officer, from 
information received subsequent to its delivery, having 
been convinced, that continued, persevering and judicious 
efforts, must be finally crowned with success. 

The great object to be accomplished — the education of 
the poor — meets a hearty response in the bosom of every 
worthy member of the Fraternity ; and the objections 
raised by some to the proposed plan of aiding in this im- 
portant and interesting “ labor of love,” from a misappre- 
hension of the means by which it is to be put in opera- 


tion, and the principles upon which it is to beconductedi- 
are vanishing away, like mist before the rising sun. Many 
who at first opposed it, from this misapprehension, are 
now among its warmest advocates ; and it is believed, 
that when the matter shall be well understood by all, ev- 
ery Subordinate Lodge in the State will not only approve, 
but give their cordial co-operation in the work. 

There is no reason to the contrary to be found in any 
of the principles of justice or generosity which govern 
the actions of individuals or associations. The Grand 1 
Lodge proposes to make no application of the funds rais- 
ed for other purposes to this object — to appropriate to it 
not a cent of the surplus funds (if it had any, but it has 
none) raised by dues from Subordinate Lodges, without 
their consent — to levy no contributions, to exact no dues 
for its establishment or support from the Subordinate* 
Lodges. Whatever may be done by Lodges or individtr- 
als, is to be like the participation in the feast of Ahasuerus, 
without compulsion — a purely voluntary offering- -that 
the luxury of a willing and disinterested benevolence may 
by all be enjoyed. The simple proposition is, to raise by 
subscription, a fund sufficient to establish a Seminary of 
Learning, under the direction of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, in which may be educated, free from 
charge, such poor and destitute orphans and children of 
living brother Masons, who have not the means to confer 
this benefit upon their offspring, as may be selected for 
the purpose, from among those who reside wrthin the ter- 
ritorial limits of the respective Lodges throughout the* 
State. The question, then, need not be asked, who is op* 
posed to such a scheme ? for none can oppose it ; but who* 
shall win the imperishable reward of giving to it the 
warmest, most liberal and efficient support? 

2ndly. The next branch of the subject, which claims 
the attention of your Committee, is the education of the 


poor by the Subordinate Lodges. This is of no less im- 
portance than that which has already been considered \ 
and since it is shown that the duty will not conflict in the 
least with the design of the Grand Lodge, which propo- 
ses to absorb none of their funds, the Committee feel the 
more free to express their entire concurrence with the 
views of the Most Worshipful Grand Master on the sub- 
ject, and to recommend that it be earnestly urged upon 
all the Lodges under your jurisdiction, to carry out 
promptly and faithfully the measures recommended. All 
that is necessary to be said on the importance of moral 
and intellectual culture, is expressed in his impressive 
and comprehensive remarks ; and the plan of aiding in 
this important work is also sufficiently indicated. 

Let the general institution proposed by the Grand 
Lodge be established 5 let the Subordinate Lodges apply 
their funds and energies to the instruction of youth with- 
in their respective districts ; let each one strive to show, 
which, according to its ability, can do the most ; let the,, 
local send scholars to the general institution ; and that 
they send out teachers to them in return ; and it must be 
obvious to all, that so far from conflicting, they may move 
on harmoniously and benignly in their respective spheres, 
as the orbs of heaven, reflecting light and imparting 
strength and beauty to each other, and conferring incal- 
culable benefits upon the world. 

It is true, the “times” are rather unpropitious for en- 
tering upon enlarged fields of benevolent enterprize ; but 
to the enlarged and liberal zeal, governed by the sublime 
maxims of Masonry, they present no insuperable harriers. 
The greatest obstacle to be met with is, that prevailing 
form of selfishness, and covetousness, which our great 
light, the word of God, teaches us utterly to discard. Let 
this be rooted out — let even a few small rivulet^ be divert- 
ed from the river which administers so abundantly to our 
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personal wants, and sent off' to irrigate the thirsty gardens 
of charitable enterprize ; and soon “the wilderness and 
solitary place shall be glad for them ; and the desert shall 
rejoice and blossom as the rose.” 

Masonry in North Carolina can no longer be satisfied 
with past parsimony and mismanagement of its means, 
but is awaking to the claims of enlightened charity and 
liberality. When this principle is abroad, the plan only 
is wanting to produce the grand and glorious result. A 
slight change in the language of a distinguished author, 
expresses the sentiment here attempted to be inculcated. 
An ancient writer relates, that the forest of the Pyrenean 
Mountains being set on fire, and the heat penetrating to 
the soil, a pure stream of silver gushed forth from the bo- 
som of the earth, and revealed, for the first time, the ex- 
istence of those rich loads afterwards so celebrated. Cov- 
etousness yields up its pelf for benevolent uses as unwil- 
lingly as if it were appointed to succeed the earth in the 
.office of holding and concealing it ; but let the melting 
influence of moral and religious obligation be felt ; let 
the fire of genuine Masonry be kindled in the lodges, and 
their ample stores shall be seen flowing forth from their 
hidden recesses, and becoming “the fine gold of the 
temple.” 

The Committee conclude by recommending the adop- 
tion of the following Resolutions : 

Resolved, That a Standing Committee of three be an- 
nually appointed by the Grand Master, with authority and 
instructions to carry into effect as rapidly as practicable, 
the resolutions heretofore adopted by this Grand Lodge, 
with the view to the ultimate establishment of a semina- 
ry of learning ; and that they report their proceedings 
annually to the Grand Lodge. 

Resolved further , That while the Subordinate Lodges 
and individual Masons are appealed to for voluntary con- 
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tributions in aid of this great enterprise, they are earn- 
estly and affectionately urged to hold sacred all their initi- 
ation fees especially, for the education of youth and other 
benevolent purposes; and it is recommended to each 
Lodge, in accordance with the suggestions of the M. W. 
Grand Master, to appoint a Standing School Committee, 
and to take such measures as may be best calculated to 
advance the cause of Education among them.

In coiifortnity to the above Resolutions, recommending 
the appointment of a Standing Committee on Education, 
the M. W. Grand Master appointed the following brethren 
on that Committee : Bros. T. J. Lemay, Thos. Loring 
and WJ Hollister. 

Bro. Thomas Loring introduced the following Resolu- 
tion, which was adopted : 

Resolved , That the Preamble and Resolutions on pages 
34 and 35, of the Proceedings of the last Communication 
of the Grand Lodge, relative to brother Harrison, be re- 
scinded, he having appeared before the Grand Lodge and 
made satisfactory acknowledgments for not attending its 
summons at the last Communication, and his accounts 
having been satisfactorily adjusted; also, that the Grand 
Lodge regrets that any unpleasant circumstances have 
grown out of an error of judgment on the part of brother 
Harrison. > 

The following Resolution was submitted by Bro. Dun- 
can McPherson, which was read and unanimously a- 
dopted : 

Resolved , That the thanks of this Grand Lodge are 
due, and are hereby tendered to the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, P. W. Fanning, for the able, dignified, and 
impartial manner in which he has presided over the de- 
liberations of this Grand Lodge during the present Com-

munication, as well as for his uniform zeal and untiring 
industry at all times, in nobly endeavoring to advance the 
interests of Masonry. 

Upon which, the M. W. G. Master arose and thanked 
the Brethren, for the unequivocal and unexpected mani- 
festation of their approbation of his humble efforts to ful- 
fil his responsible duties, as expressed in the very compli- 
mentary Resolution just adopted ; and concluded by re- 
marking, that he had never, in all his experience, realized 
to so happy an extent, “how good and how pleasant it 
was for Brethren to dwell together in unity not the 
least circumstance having occurred to mar the harmony 
of their proceedings, or prevent an entire unanimity of 
sentiment. 

The Grand Lodge having finished all the business 
which was brought before it, adjourned to meet again on 
the first Monday in December, 1846, being the 7th day of 
the month.

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The Grand Lodge of North Carolina was first consti- 
tuted by virtue of a Charter from the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland, A. D. 1771, which has been preserved and \s 
now in the Lodge Room, It convened occasionally in 
Newbern and Edenton, at which latter place the Records 
were deposited previous to the Revolutionary War. Du- 
ring that sanguinary contest, the Records were destroyed 
by the British Army, and its meetings were, in conse- 
quence thereof, suspended. 

In the year 1787, the Members of the Craft convened 
at Hillsborough, in this State, and compiled certain regu- 
lations for the government of the Grand Lodge, and again 
set to work. A Committee was appointed in December, 
1797, to form a Constitution for their future government, 
which was accordingly done, and the said Constitution 
was formally adopted and ratified at the City of Raleigh, 
at which place the Grand Lodge has continued to hold 
its meetings annually.
